ENDED LIKE A PLAY. 


His Own Life. 


COLLDNT FACE DISGRACE. 


His Specnlations Had Brougrht Ruin to 
a Bank of Which He Was 
an Officer. 


G i ou c e s t e r , Mass., Oct. 9 . — At 
noon yesterday a notice was posted 
on the doors of the Cape Ann Sav­ 
ings bank stating the institution had 
been 
closed. 
Immediately 
came 
tne shock ing news that George J. 
Marsh, for more than a quarter of 
a century the trusted treasurer of 
the bank , as well as treasurer and 
trustee for numerous large corpor­ 
ations and estates, had shot him- 
^ e lf at his summer home at Annis- 
^ ua m . 
Late last night the bank officials 
stated that after a hurried investi­ 
gation no shortage could be found 
in Marshes accounts with the insti­ 
tution, although the securities of 
the bank in Boston have not been 
examined. 
The trustees ot the Gil­ 
bert Hospital corporation, however, 
have a different story to tell. 
It 
appears from their statement that 
three montl s ago the trustees dis­ 
covered Mr. Marsh was insolvent, 
had been speculating and had lost 
considerable money. 
They called on him to produce 
the securities of the corporation and 
yesterday was set as the time when 
they should be turned over. 
The 
trustees of the corporation are also 
directors of the bank , and the first 
intimation they had of any wrong 
was a note which Vice President 
Cunningham received upon enter­ 
ing the bank yesterday. 
The note 
^ 
was from Mr. Marsh and stated that 
his (Marsh’s) dead body would be 
found in the cellar of his summer 
home at Annisquam. 
Two messen­ 
gers were at once dispatched to 
Annisquam, six miles distant, and 
when they arrived at the house Mr. 
Marsh was heard walk ing about a 
room in an upper story. 
The cap­ 
tain of his yacht, who is also janitor 
of the bank , was in the house, and 
on being informed of the contem- 
^ 
plated suicide of his employer, went 
up stairs to prevent it. 
For some 
reason he came down immediately 
and sent a messenger to Gloucester, 
but when he returned he found 
Marsh lying on the fioor with a car­ 
bine in one hand and a revolver in 
the other. 
The top of his head was 
completely blown off, while on a 
table near was a note saying: 
“ If 
anyone think s this a cowardly act 
let him try it.” 
Marsh, who was a bachelor, lived 
the life of a recluse for many years. 
' His home is on the extreme point 
r 
-of rock s, almost inaccessible except 
by a narrow path, while there were 
no living-rooms 
on 
the ground 
Boor. 
It was k nown that he was 
very intemperate, and during the 
last year had lost large sums in 
speculation; 
nevertheless, 
having 
full run of the bank , attending to 
all investments, as well as those of 
the 
numerous 
corporations 
and 
estates with 
which he was con­ 
nected. 
He was treasurer of the 
Cape Ann Savings 
bank , of the 
Gilbert 
Home 
corporation, 
of 
the Gilbert Hospital corporation, 
and the trustee for the 
Gilbert 
charity fund, the Gilbert estate, the 
Hough estate,the George H Rogers

An Innocent Couple Saved From the 
Penitentiary. 


P or t s m ou t h, 
O., 
Oct. 
9 .— A 
strange and dramatic scene was en­ 
acted here 
in the common pleas 
court Tuesday afternoon in the trial 
of Andrew Vitito for perjury. 
Five 
years ago he married a young wo­ 
man named Rebecca McCameron, 
alias Scott. 
She had married John 
Scott at Ironton, but had represent­ 
ed herselt to Vitito as single. 
He, 
in 
procuring a 
marriage license 
here, swore that she was unmarried, 
and it was upon the charge of per 
jury in mak ing this oath that he was 
arraigned for trial. 
Monday 
afternoon 
the woman 
was sentenced to a year in the peni­ 
tentiary for bigamy on her plea of 
guilty. 
She appeared again as a 
witness in Vitito’s trial, bearing in 
her arms a babe born two week s ago 
in jail. Her mother and father were 
also witnesses. 
They swore posi­ 
tively that she was but 15 years old 
when her first marriage to Scott took 
place, and produced corroborative 
evidence 
This fact, of course, rendered 
void the marriage to Scott, freed 
Vitito from the charge of perjury, 
and her from bigamy, and removed 
the stain of illegitimacy from their 
three children. 
Her sentence was 
at once ordered expunged from the 
record, and Vitito was dismissed. 
Scott, who had instigated the pros 
ecution, 
lives near Ironton. 
He 
sent a friend after the license in 
Lawrence county, and the arrest of 
this man, it is said, will follow for 
perjury. 
The Vittitos were captu.ed last 
summer in Jack son 
county, near 
Wellston, after a long chase by the 
officers. 
The woman was sincere 
in believing that the marriage to 
Scott was a nullity, and the pair 
were 
highly 
respected 
by 
their 
neighbors. 
They are poor farmers, 
and their ignorance of their rights 
under law came very near sending 
them both to the penitentiary.

KILLED BY HIS COUSIN. 


Fatal A if ray Between Two Ray Co u n ty 
Yo u n g Men at Kan sas City . 


K a n s a s 
C i t y , 
Mo., 
Oct. 
Monroe Bales, 27 years old, a resi- 
ident of Richmond, Mo., was shot 
to death b y his cousin, B. F. Cades, 
better known as “ Bub” Cades, also 
of Richmond, at Fifth and Wyan­ 
dotte 
streets, 
last evening 
about 
7*30 
o’clock. 
The 
shooting 
o c ­ 
curred in a throng of 2,000 people, 
and, although Bales made frantic 
efforts to escape through the crowd, 
every one of the six bullets fired 
from Cades’ revolver 
entered his 
body, kiiling him almost instantly 
Cades 
was 
arrested 
by Sergeant 
Flannagan, of 
the Central police 
station, who was in the vicinity and 
ran to where Cades stood with the 
smoking revolver in his hand. 
He 
was taken to Central police station 
and locked in a cell. 
Cades would 
not make a statement regarding the 
immediate cause of the shooting, 
but it is known that an enmity of 
long standing existed between Bales 
and Cades, and, despite the fact 
that they were own cousins, they 
had not been on friendly terms for 
a year, and had not spoken to one 
another during that time. 
Cades is 29 years old, ihe son of 
wealthy parents at Richmond. 
He 
is not married. 
Bales leaves a wife 
and two children. 
His father is a 
respected farmer at Richmond, but 
the boy was wayward and very fond 
of gambling.

alighted from the east bound Fifth 
street cable car at Wyandotte street 
and stepped up to Cades, who was 
standing in front of Richards 
& 
Conover’s hardware store 
on the 
southeast corner. 
He 
had been 
drinking 
but 
Cades 
was 
sober 
When 
Bales 
stepped 
up 
to 
his 
cousin the latter told him to go away 
as he did not want to talk to him, 
Upon Bales’ insisting upon talking 
Cades 
pulled 
his 
revolver, a 38 
caliber, 
and began to shoot. 
The 
first bullet struck Bales in the right 
shoulder and the second one, which 
was fired immediately after the first, 
struck Bales just over the right nip­ 
ple, turning him partially around. 
He staggered, 
but 
before he fell 
Cades 
fired three more times in 
rapid succession, two of the bullets 
entering under his left arm and the 
third one lodging aDout half way 
down the left side, passing through 
his 
left lung. 
Bales 
reeled 
and 
fell after receiving the fifth bullet, 
striking his face on the curbing and 
peeling off a large piece of skin. He 
partially arose and started to run 
across 
Wyandotte 
street, 
when 
Cades, who stood cooly watching 
him, fired again at his retreating 
form, the bullet entering his back 
near the left kidney. 
Notwithstanding any one of the 
wounds 
must 
necessarily 
have 
proven fatal, he continued on across 
Wyandotte after being hit the last 
time, where he fell just as he was 
stepping upon the curbing in front 
of a baber shop a few doors from 
the 
corner, 
his 
body 
rolling 
into 
the 
gutter.

The repi'oduction on a h irp :Q scale 
of the all but extinct A m erican bison 
or buffalo of the plains h.as been de- 
cided LiDon by H enri Menicr, the 
miliionaire of P aris and now pro­ 
prietor of the island of Antico.sti. 
He has ^ purchased a youn.ir buffalo 
cow, which was for some time kept 
in captivity by a Quebec dealer in 
furs, and his af^mnts are now’ in cor­ 
respondence w’ith the proprietors of 
the few’ remainincT private iierds of 
this noble animal, wnth a view to 
the purchase of as m any as possible 
of them for breedin^^ purposes.
